Hail in Nebraska. 


OMAHA, June 22.—A terrible hail 


storm raged last night in the western 
portion of Nebraska between Pax ton 
and Brule.

involved in the adjustmentofthese mat- 
ters, as for instance in the Delgado case 
is In issue the whole question of how 
long an American resident in Cuba can 
preserve his American citizenship when 
he haa practically given np hie allegiance 
to hie native or adopted country and 
has concentrated all hia material inter- 
est in the island. The treatment of such 
matters Is sufficient to engage the atten- 
tion of the state department just now. 
It, is regarded aa improbable that there 
will be any immediate change of policy. 
pursued toward tbe general subject of 
relation with Spain, particularly as the 
rainy season in Cuba has operated 
largely to restrict military operations 
there. 


The department adopted its present 


line of policy respeciiDg the Cuban re- 
volt after obtaining tho best evidence in 
its reach and there is no reason to ap- 
prehend that events have occurred on

Claimed to Distribute Hedeemed 


But Un cancel led (Jrecubacks for 


Campaign Purposes. 


KANSAS CITY, Juno 22.—The Journal 


tomorrow will announce the arrest at 
Neoaho, Mo., by Deputy United Stalea 
Marshal Peartnan of a swindler who bus 
eluded tho agents of the treasury depart- 
ment for nearly three years. The swin- 
dle exposed by the arrest wan operated 
on lines wholly new. The chief oper- 
ator, who is known as J. K. Bell, alias 
James F. Swartz, isin jail at flprinellold. 
Along with him are M. A. Magiunis and 
Thomas Hnbbins, heretofore respected 
citizens of N«josho, who are said to have 
become parties to the fraud. 


Dell claimed to be a secret agent of 


President Cleveland's administration 
und carried an alleged commiasion bear- 
ing tho signature of W. <i- GroBhum, 
aecretary of state, and dated Aucust 13, 
1894. 
Tho pretended miasiou o( the 


swindler was to distribute campaign 
funds for the national administration 
and lie claimed to be able to 'jive out to 
favored ones Kreenbacks that had been 
presented to ttiegovtirumetitfor redomp- 
tion and cancelled. He claimed that 
instead of destroying theeo bills the ad- 
ministration stored them in Lite treasury 
vaults to be distributed by him for cam- 
"afi?n purposes. 


From each of hia dupes tbe swindler 


exacted an initiation fee of $2,00, and 
he represented to them that the num- 
ber of cituteiifl admitted to the brother- 
hood was so regulated that each mem- 
ber would be given $-1000 annually to 
die tribute. 


Notwithstanding that the scheme was 


clearly fraudulent the authorities have 
evidence that the swindle tins been ex- 
teneively worked in Texas, Kaneae, Cen- 
tral Missouri and Tennessee. In Bell's 
possession was also found a number of 
forged mortgagee and deeds and cor- 
respondence, which ehows that he has 
been making negotiations with several 
eastern trust companies for their dis- 
posal. The swindler was greatly as* 
BiBted in convincing hie dupes by some 
accomplice in Washington, from whom 
he received daily mail, inclmlintr treas- 
ury reports and other statements that 
were apparently sent to him in franked 
envelopes. These were exhibited aa an 
evidence of hia authority.

THE BOYS' BRIGADE. 


Progress on the March 
to Yo 


Semite. 


EOITOH REPUBLICAN : After a slow jour- 


ney the boya reached Fish Camp at 2 p.m. 
Tho following IB the program of our 
daily march: The boya left the church, 
tbe wagon filled high with provision*, 
blaneets and boys; boys on the seat, 
boys on the dashboard, boys on the 
blankets and boya placed on the bay. 
Tied to tbe rear was Mr. Button's 
"dump cart" loaded down with luncbea 
put up by the parents to last two days, 
and on top of these were perched two 
more boys. 


As the team rolled through the streets 


the people who were awake at this early 
hour were no doubt very mucheurprieed 
to tee BO many boys anil waved their 
handkerchiefs and wished them .good 
luck. 


At 10 a.m. the San Joaquin river was 


reached and a stop wae made. The boya 
romped on the banks of the river until 
11 o'clock when they had luncheon. At 
2 o'clock they had a good swim and then 
enjoyed themselves in various waye un- 
til 5"p.m. After supper the horaea were 
harnessed by tbo teamsters, Arthur 
Guernsey and Ock Durham. They kept 
the horses moving until? o'clock, when 
they reached a farmhouse thirsty and 
tired. After a refreshing drink for both 
horses and boys we again moved on, 
and having reached tbo foothilla and 
linding no water, tho horsea were un- 
harnessed and camp pitched for tue 
night. 


After a vain search for water by Cap- 


tain Rock and Mr. Hutton who who 
went on ahead with a bucket/they were 
informed that no water could be bad 
nearer than a mile and a half, so they 
went to bed thirsty. 


The next morning at 6 o'clock camp 


was struck and the teams were started 
for tbe school house where a stop 
was 
made 
for 
breakfast, 
.after 


which we again moved on to the Batei 
elation, kept by Mr. Prewett. After 
two more baleB of hay were loaded on, 
the large boys atarted on up the grade 
ahead of tbe wagon. Zebra mines were 
reached about 3 o'clock where a stop 
wae mode at the poatoflice for dinner. 
The boya hearing of a good flwlmmlng 
hole a mile further cm hunted up their 
bathine suits and went for a swim. Tbe 
teams went a half mile further on and 
AI. ii tvm. the flrot meal was cooked from 
the 'camp provisions. Game for the 
twenty-five boya was euppued by the 
never failing sbota of our captain. 


Breakfast and an early start next 


mornlny. Plenty of piling off on tbo 
grades, and Coarse Gold gulch was 
reached, and a etop made for lunch at 1 
p.m. Another etart at 3 o'clock, anil 
camp was pitched six miles further on 
for the uight. We bad an early brcak- 
faflt nnd an early start up the grade. 
The boys by this time had become 
adepts ut making short ctita ov<>r tho 
hills arid through tha nivines, n ml tint 
one wbo could lead hia party iu ahead of 
the other was the best trailer. 


Camp pitched fur tho night in a beau- 


tiful sj,ct near a email raunhig i-treata, 
thti llrst reached in tho mountains, 


The next morning Captain Hock and 


A. Guernsey started ahead lor frame. 
Twenty minutes later somo of tlio larger 
boys, with pockots filled with trackers, 
left for "Fieli Camp or btiet," eleven 
milCB up the jtmdc.
